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MITCHELL PROTESTS SIDE. 
TRACKING NORTH ALBERTA 
RAILWAY PROBLEM 


. EDMONTON, Aug. 3.—With 
packed galleries on hand watching 
for some sensational turn of events 
of the legislature today, the first 
duel took place over the Northern 
Railway question between Premier 
Greenfield and Hon, C, R. Mitchell, 
opposition leader, when the latter 
protested against the government 
delaying the introduction of the E. 
D. and B. C, matters in the House by 
bringing down a statement on the 
natural resources and proceeding to 
move a hurry-up resolution on Ot- 
tawa for the acceptance of — the 
draft agreement. 

The premier submitted his state- 
ment on the natural resources situa- 
tion by means of a motion to ad- 
journ the house on a matter of great 
public importance which, of course, 
had to be withdrawn before the 
House rose for the day. Mr. Mitchell 
protested that this was an unfair 
way to bring down the question since 
the House had no opportunity to 
digest the statement, correspondence 
and agreement presented, before the 
debate was closed. He asked that 
the government delay debate on the 
premier’s follow-up resolution until 
members had time to go into the 
case.

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resources and the railway questions, 
and we are not in a position today to 
bring down the railway agreement. 
Consequently I have given you the 
position of the natural resources 
negotiations.” He added, however, 
the government had no desire to 
press the resources resolution until 
the House was prepared to go on 
with it. 

“The natural resources question is 
of the utmost importance,” retorted 
Mr. Mitchell, “but it has been stand 
ing over some years and no harm 
will ensue if it is allowed to stand 
over until the northern railway 
matter is disposed of. This resolu- 
tion is most pressing; a large dele- 
gation of northern residents is here 
at considerable expense to urge that 
some solution be arrived at, and this 
House should deal with first things 
first.” 


Railway Statement 

The premfer said he expected to 
have a statement on the railway 
issue Tuesday afternoon. The op- 
position leader, he thought, was be- 
coming unduly alarmed, 

“Surely we have not been called 
here to pass one pious ~ resolution 
asking Ottawa to hurry up and ac- 
cept the natural resources agree- 
ment,” remarked R. C. Marshall. 

“Will legislation be brought in to 
implement the premier’s statement 
to the House regarding the railway 
question?” asked C, R. Mitchell, 

The premier at first ignored the 
query and asked that his motion of 
adjournment be withdrawn, but 
after Mr. Mitchell had pressed for 
an answer, he retorted: “The ques- 
tion will be answered at the right 
time.” 

At the opening of the House, 
Premier Greenfield moved a resolu- 
tion of regret at the death of W. G. 
Johnston, late Labor member for 
Medicine Hat, this being replied to 
by P. M. Christophers, Labor mem- 
ber for Rocky Mountain, and C, R. 
Mitchell, opposition leader.

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LETHBRIDGE HOTEL MAN KILL. 
ED IN AUTO CRASH 


LETHBRIDGE, July 31.—William 
Patterson, aged 50 years, manager 
of the new Arlington hotel, was 
killed outright last night when the 
Oakland four-passenger car he was 
driving left the newly gravelled road 
on the east grade of the Monarch 
hill and turned turtle over an em- 
bankment some 380 feet to the bot- 
tom. 

William Porter, 81 years of age, 
proprietor of the Alexandra Hotel 
and Lethbridge old-timer, was in 
the car with Mr. Patterson, his 
son-in-law, when the tragedy oc- 
curred. He escaped with a slight 
cut on the wrist and bruises on the 
arms and shoulders but is suffering 
from shock. There will be no in- 
quest, Coroner J. W. MeNicol hold- 
ing that death was due purely to 
accident. 

Loses Control of Car 

According to the story told by Mr. 
Porter, they were returning from 
Calgary and reached the Monarch 
hill about six o'clock. They approach- 
ed a portion of the road newly-built 
on a shelf of the hill. The road at 
this point is practically level. The 
car was travelling close to the right 
bank when Patterson, in attempting 
to steer it back into the center of 
the gradé apparently lost control of 
the car in the deep, loose gravel and 
instead of turning it straight ahead 
the machine plunged over the em- 
bankment. When discovered the car 
was lying on its side in the old road. 

“When the car left the road I 
heard William utter a sharp cry. I 
hardly realized what was happening 
but I felt the car turn over and roll 
down the hill and crash. I felt no 
pain but my wrist was bleeding. I 
made a desperate effort to free my- 
self and finally managed to make an 
opening through the top of the car. 
I called vainly to William. Then I 
examined him and concluded that he 
was dead. Help came along soon 
afterwards and we vere brought to 
the city. It all happened very sud- 
denly, but I think William’s trouble 
was in steering the car in the loose 
gravel. We were not driving fast,” 
said Mr. Porter this morning. 

Neck Broken 

Examination by a doctor showed 
that Patterson’s neck ws broken 
and that death had been instantan- 
eous, 

William Patterson was well and 
favorably known inthe city. He was 
born in Edinburgh, Scotland, and 
married Mr. Porter’s daughter in 
Buffalo, N.Y. They have one child, 
a daughter, 17 years of age. Details 
of the func’al will not be given out 
until relatives in the east and in 
Oregon have been heard from.

MACLEOD, Aug. 3.—George Gib- 
son Coote, M.P., was the unanimous 
choice of an open convention of 
U.F.A, members at the town hall 
here Monday afternoon, August 3rd, 
to contest the Macleod federal con- 
stituency at the approaching Do- 
minion election. 

Mr. Coote’s name was the only 
one placed in nomination, being put 
forward by H. C. Wingate of Cayley, 
seconded by E. J. Leavitt of Glen- 
wood and accepted amidst great ap- 
plause, 

Farmer Balance of Power 

“Ido not wish to pose as a politi- 
cal prophet,” said the Ginger Group 
member for Macleod, “but when I 
left Ottawa the prediction was that 
the Liberals would lose seats to the 
Conservatives in the maritimes and 
generally east of Fort William. I do 
not see how either of the old par- 
ties can have a majority over 
either of the other two parties, 
If we elect a solid Progressive or 
Farmer bloc from the West I be- 
lieve we will hold the balance of 
power in the next house. 

“People may say this is not a 
very high ideal. But when you 
understand the situation at Ot- 
tawa you will agree with me when 
I say I don’t think there is any- 
thing wrong in stating that, to 
whatever party gives us justice in 
the West, we will give our support.”

When the Royal Grain Comn 
sion was sitting in Vancouver la 
summer, there was a great deal of 


fuss made by the 


Greente i Govern 
ment, represented by Mr. Van Aller 
over the charye of five cents per ton 
wharfage. That year Alberta had 
a crop of over 100,000,000 bushel 


of wheat. This year it should have 
the same. 

But why should Premier Greer 
field’s Government get excited about 
u charge of five cents per TON and 
overlook altogether the loss to the 
Alberta farmer of the premium on 
Vancouver wheat amounting, from 
five to ten cents per BUSHEL? 

On October 30th, 1923, Alberta’s 
wheat was selling on the Liverpool 
market at $1.52 for No, 1 Northern; 
the Fort William price was 97 cents, 
a spread of 54 cents. On March 
29th, 1924, Alberta wheat was sell- 
ing in Liverpool at $1.37 for No. 1 
Northern; the Fort William price 
was 06 cents, a spread of 40 cents. 


The Vancouver price is always five 


to ten cents over the Fort William 
price, but THE FORT WILLIAM

BRYAN, MAN AND MEMORY 

William Jennings Bryan, three 
times candidate for the Presidency 
of United States, champion defender 
of “fundamentalism,” and chief of 
the passing school of American 
spellbinders, ate a hearty meal Sun- 
day nobn, then retired to his bed 
room and died. 

The man who above all other 
contemporary Americans lived a 
controlled spiritual life, succumbed 
at last to the uncontrolled elements 
in his physical life. 

Bryan died despising — science. 
Science, in the form of food chem- 
istry, could have saved him, It is 
difficult to understand the mental 
mystery that permits a man to be at 
one time a spiritual ascetic and a 
wustatorial libertine. 

But that paradox was the keynote 
of Bryan's life. His thoughts and 
principles were perhaps more lofty 
than those of most American public 
men, But in practice, as Secretary 
of State under Woodrow Wilson, his 
mind apparently could not rise above 
the mediocrities of small party 
polities. 

William Jennings Bryan was the 
great American emotionalist. For 
30 rs he stirred the hearts and 
imagination of the American people. 
Like a great tragedy, a great poem 
or a great painting, he was a power- 
ful emotional stimulant, and, as 


such a purifying influence in the 
emotional life of the nation, 
Bryan, man and memory, — will 


leave a tremendous mark upon un- 
written American history. For, 
futile as was his statesmanship, nar 
row as Was his philosophy and in- 
atiable as was his greed for notor- 
iety, the moving power of his orat- 
and the beauty of his words can 
never be erased from American con- 
c1ousness

If Canada is to take her rightful 
place in the Empire she must be 
developed industrially and not mere- 
ly exploited for her raw materials. 

England says she will buy her 
wheat from us. She will take our 
mineral ores. 

What Canada wants is not a mar- 
ket for raw materials but a market 
for manufactured products. And un- 
til Canada gets into the manufactur- 
ing business she will never prosper. 

There is no money in raw mater- 
ials. Canadians dig out $10 worth 
of ore. American or British indus- 
trialists take that ore, manufacture 
it and make from $50 to $100 on it. 
On her own minerals, Canada makes 
only from a fifth to a tenth of what 
foreign industrialists make on them, 

The prosperity of any country is 
commensurate to the ability of that 
country to provide lucrative work 
for its people. 

If a prosperous, populous Canada 
is of any value to the British Em- 
pire, British industrial capital must 
establish diseributing and manufac- 
turing bases on this coast facing the 
vreat Oriental markets. 

A decentralization of British men 
and British money is the one big 
factor in imperial development. 


BATTLESHIPS AND DOLES 


Under the pressure of national 
emergency Great Britain's Cabinet 
deadlock has been broken and seven 
aew battleships will be built.

RHUBARB 


Nearly every home garden has a 
few roofs of rhubarb. The crop re- 
quires but little work and care and 
yields yenerously. 

Autumn planting is satisfactory 
and is preferred to spring planting 
if 


roots are brought from distant 
nurseries, as shoots commence to 
grow in very early spring. Red- 


stalked varieties are in favour 


Farm, Ottawa, and the Macdonald 
College rhubarb possess distinct ad- 
vantages over many old-time com- 
mercial varieties. 

Many people seek information up- 
the causes of plants sending 
forth*many seedstalks, and what 
had best be done under the circum 

stances. Of course, it is the nature 
of plants to attempt to produce seeds 
but this production of seed stalks 
is stimulated when plants do not re- 


on 


ceive fair treatment. When stalks 
are harvested very closely and late 
in the season the plants become 
weakened. 


To get pleasing results from the 
rhubarb plantation it is well to al- 
ways leave a few leaf stalks on the 
plant, remove seed stalks as soon as 
they appear by cutting off near the 
stump; cease harvesting the crop by 
the end of June, and fertilize heavily 
in early July. This treatment will 
vive the plants a chance to become, 
and remain, sturdy and to store up 
much feserve food which will pro- 
vide resources for the sending out of 
a heavy crop of sturdy stalks the 
next spring. Well rotted cow manure 
is excellent fertilizer and this may 
be supplemented with commercial 
fertilizers if even better results are 
desired 


| RESOURCES PACT LACKS FIN. 
AL APPROVAL OF FEDERAL | 
CABINET 


EDMONTON, Aug. 3.—Copies of 
the proposed agreement for the 
transfer by the Dominion of Can- 
ada to the province of Alberta of 
all the natural resources lying with- 
in the borders of the province, were 
laid before the legislature Monday 
afternoon by Premier Herbert 
Greenfield. 

In submitting the agreement, the 
premier addressed the house briefly 
setting forth these points: ‘\ 

That the proposed agreement, 
drafted by Premier Greenfield and 
Attorney-General Brownlee, togeth- 
er with Hon. Charles Stewart, min- 
ister of the interior for Canada, and 
O. M, Bigger, K.C., advising, has 
not yet met the final approval of the 
federal cabinet; 


That Premier Mackenzie King’s 
latest telegram of July 29 last, 
states the federal cabinet cannot 


reassemble to finally consider the 
proposed agreement for least 
three weeks yet; 

That Premier Mackenzie King, in 
a letter under date of June 30, which 
Mr. Greenfield read to the legisla- 
ture, stated that the federal cabinet 
had given some prelimitary consid- 
eration to the agreement, and hoped 
to finally conclude the negotiations 
subject to approval of the Alberta 
legislature and the federal parlia- 
ment, In this letter, Premier King 
said: “I think I may safely say that 
in view of the substantial progress 
made, there appears to be no reason 
why it should not be possible to have 
the agreement as concluded placed 
before our parliament at the open- 
ing of its next session.” 


a 


The essential points of the  pro- 
posed agreement tranferring the 
natural resources to the control of 


Alberta, are the following: 

That the Dominion will pay to the 
province of Alberta for three years 
after the agreement takes effect the 
annual sum of $562,500 to meet the 
outlay of the province in carrying 
out the provisions of the agreement 
arranging to administer the public 
lands under the agreement. 

Subject to Trusts 

That the interest of the Dominion 
government in, and all sums due and 
payable for lands, mines, minerals 
and royalties, after the agreement 
takes effect, shall belong to the 
province, subject to any trusts exist- 
ing in respect thereof. 

Any payments receiyed by the 
Dominion for such lands, mines, 
minerals or royalties, whether ad- 
vance or arrears, prior to the coming 
into effect of the agreement, shall 
be retained by the Dominion. Section 
3 of the agreement reads: “At the 
quest of Canada, made on behalf of 
all such persons as may have enter- 
ed into any contract to purchase or 
lease any lands, mines or minerals, 


or may have otherwise become en- 
titled to any interest therein as 
against the crown, the province 


ugrees to carry out every such con- 
tract of purchase, lease or other 
arrangement in accordance’ with 
the terms thereof, and further 
agrees not to affect or alter any 
terms of such contract to purchase, 
lease or other arrangement by legis- 


lation or otherwise, except so far Pay off the 


as any legislation may apply gen- 
erally to all similar agreements re- 
lating to lands, mines or minerals 
in the province or to interests there- 
in, irrespective of whom may be the 
parties thereto, 
Exercise of Power 

“But any power or right, reserved 
by any such contract to purchas 
lease or other arrangements to the 
yovernment in council or to the 
minister of the interior or any other 
officer of the government of Canada, 
may be specified by the lefislature 
thereof from time to time, and until 
otherwise directed, may be exercised 
by the minister of municipalities of 
the province.”

School Lands Fund 

Under the agreement, the Domin- 
ion will transfer to the province 
money or securities constituting 
school lands funds, so far as the 
fund is derived from the disposition 
of any school lands within the prov- 
ince. The interest of the Dominion 
of Canada in the waters of the 
province shall continue to be vested 
in the crown and administration by 
the government of Canada for the 
purposes of Canada. 

All rights of fisherles, however, 
except those specifically excluded in 
the agreement, shall belong to and 
be administered by the province, 
which may dispose of them by sale, 
license or otherwise, subject only to 
the legislative jurisdiction of the 
parliament of Canada. 

Indian Lands Excluded 

All lands included in Indian re- 
serves within the province, including 
those selected and. surveyed but not 
yet confirmed, as well as those con- 
firmed, shall continue to be vested 


in the crown and administered by 
the government of Canada, 
The province will from time to 


time, upon the request of the super- 
intendent of Indian affairs, set 
aside out of accepted lands trans- 
fered to the province such further 
areas as necessary to enable Can- 
ada to fulfil its obligations under 
the treaties with Indians of the 
province. 

To all treaty Indians the province 
assures the right to hunt and fish 
on all unoccupied crown lands. 

Rail Statement Withheld 


Premier Herbert Greenfield — in- 
formed The Herald this morning 
that the northern railway problem 


would not be laid before the legis- 
lature until Tuesday morning. The 
Monday ‘session was devoted to the 
premier’s statement on the natural 
resources situation. 

Mr. Greenfield admitted that the 
government had received a proposal 
from the Royal Bank for the settle- 
ment of the $2,400,000 claim against 
the Edmonton, Dunvegan and Brit- 
ish Columbia Railway. The cabinet, 
however, had not yet had time to 
discuss the offer, he said; there- 
fore, he could not disclose its details. 

Mortgage Payment Mooted 

It is understood that the Royal 
Bank has proposedgthat the province 
mortgage on the E.D. and 
B.C. and acquire title to the line. 
The main point is whether the 
mortgage is to be paid off 100 cents 
on the dollar. 

D. C. Coleman, western vice-presi- 
dent of the C.P.R., which is operat- 
ing the E.D. and B.C, for the gov- 
ernment, called on the premier this 
morning, but denied afterwards that 
his visit had anything to do with 
the northern railway question. 

Common Carrier Bill 

A common carrier pipe line bill 
will be introduced at the short 
session of the legislature, and prob- 
ably given first reading this after 
noon, 

The Herald was given this infor 
mation direct from the government. 
It was stated that the new bill will 
govern transportation of both oil 
and gas. 


The measure will be based 
to a large extent on similar legisla- 
tion adopted in states of the union 
where there are large oil fields and 
where experience has adapted com 
mon carrier legislation to the latest 
problems of oil and gas 
ment. 
Wide Powers Proposed 

Owing to the short time available 
to examine into such legislation it is 
proposed that large powers in mak 
ing regulations to govern oil and gas

The cabinet will thus be able to is 
sue the necessary regulations — be- 
tween the present short session and 
the next regular session of the 
house.

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EMPRESS NEXT WED, & THURS, 


FOR THE ALBERTA LEGISLA- 
TURE MEANS PROLONGING 
THE SESSION 


EDMONTON, Aug. 3.—The in- 
troduction in the legislature this 
afternoon by the government of a 
“common carrier” pipeline bill, to 
deal with the situation which has 
developed in connection with the 
attempt of the gas and transporta- 
tion company to construct a pipeline 
from Turner Valley to the Imperial 
Oil refinery at Calgary kills the fond 
hopes of legislative members parti- 
cularly in the Farmer ranks, that 
this concluding portion of the 1925 
session which opened this afternoon 
will be brief and uneventful, 

Something of a storm is brewing 
over the application of this sub- 
sidiary branch of the International 
Utilities Corporation to build the 
southern pipeline, the situation be- 
ing akin to the one of the 1921 ses- 
sion of the legislature when the Im- 
perial Oil company asked for pipe- 
line rights. At that time, Hon. 
George Hoadley, then in the opposi- 
tion ranks and now minister of 
agriculture, waged an unrelenting 
war on the application of the Im- 
perial Oil company and he declares 
he is still of the same opinion, that 
“common carrier” rights be guaran 
teed in any _ pipeline 
granted in the province, 

Pointed Questions 

R. C. Marshall, Liberal member 
for Calgary, will ask the govern- 
ment that a royal commission be ap- 
pointed to examine into the parti- 
culars of the recent sale of the Cal- 
gary and Edmonton gas companies 
to the American combine, called the 
International Utilities. Mr. Mar- 
shall, it is understood, will also ask 
a series of questions of the govern- 
ment referring to the powers of the 
public utilities. board over such 
corporations. It is contended that 
the transfer of the Edmonton and 
Calgary franchises did not entirely
